ANOTHER BATTLE EXPECTED.

Japs Have Changed Their Front Since
Port Arthur Defeat.

Tal Tehe Kino, July 14.—(Delayed.)
—The latest reports regarding the at-
tempted storming of Port Arthur, July
10, place the Japunese losses In killed
or wounded at 26,000, and those of the
Russions at 5600. The Japanese re-
tired and the Russians occupled the
position.

The Japanese have now changed thelr
frontal position and a big battle Is
expected at the eastern portion of the
defenses, owing to the Japanese turn-
ing movement.
